KUAIU. January 12..In a severe naval
action In the Red sea seven Turkish gun¬
boats and an armed yacht were destroy-

il by Italian warships.
The action occurred January 7 outside

t lie Bay of Kunflde, a small walled town
w ith a garrison and two forts, about VK)

miles north of Aden, on the east coast
. .f the Red sea.

The division of Italian cruisers which
lias been scouring the coasts of the Red

in search of Turkish war vessels
and ships conveying contraband des¬
tined for the Turkish garrisons in the
Yemen province in Arabia encountered
ihe flotilla of Turkish gunboats and at
. >nce opened Are. The Turks replied, but
their feeb>e armament succumbed to the
>uperi#r weapons of the Italian war ves¬

sels. The tight was stiff, but soon ended
in the victory of the Italians

Three Cruisers in Fleet.
The Italian warships cruising In the

Red sea since the beginning of the war

include the cruisers Piemonte, Calabria
and Puglia and a flotilla of destroyers.
Mazzowa is the base from which they
operated. Several weeks ago they bom¬

barded the towns of Sheik Said, Mocha

and Achab.
A brief official note issued this after¬

noon says:
"The Italian fleet In the Red sea en¬

countered today and destroyed seven Tur¬
kish gunboats and captured a Turkish
armed yacht- The Turkish warships of¬
fered a violent resistance, but no loss was

sustained by the Italians."
The Italian warships which took the

principal part in the battle were the
cruiser Piemonte and the destroyers
(iaribaldino and ArUgliere. The com¬

mander m chief had received orders to
destroy or caftture the Turkish gunboats,
as advices bad been received that they
were transporting from Arabia Turk¬
ish troops destined to reinforce the
Turkish army in Cyrenaica by way of
Kgypt.

Turks Fire Wildly.
During the brief combat the Turkish

Kunnens displayed utter incompetence,
their small guns being flred wildly.
The shells from the Italian ships were

not directed at the Turkish yacht Fau-
vette, which accompanied the gunboats,
and she was the only unit of the Tur&ish
lloti.la which was not destroyed during
the flgtrt. The Fauvette is being brought
to Rome under convoy.

TROOPS«E WAY
American Soldiers Sail From

Manila to Northern China.

SENT TO GUARD RAILROAD

Strict Law of Neutrality Laid Down
by Gen. Bell.

LANCHOW SITUATION GRAVE

Imperialists Reported to Be Acting
With Fiendish Brutality Toward

Republican Prisoners.

MANILA, January 12..The United
States transport Logan left this after¬
noon at 2:30 with a battalion of the 15th
Infantry and other details on board on
the way to Chin-Wang-Tao, In northern
China. After they have disembarked the
American troops are to be employed in
guarding a section of the Peking railroad
from Tang-Shan to Lanchow against the
possible attack of either imperialists or

republican troops. The departure took
place in the presence of a throng of civil-
ians and soldiers of other regiments,
while women crowded the quay bidding
tearful farewells and wishing Godspeed
to the troops. No women were allowed
to accompany the expedition.
Maj. Gen. J. Franklin Bell, commander-

in-chief of the army in the Philippines,
made a short parting speech to the
officers and men of the expedition just
before the transport sailed. Gen. Bell
urged the troops to show pride in their
American citizenship while they were on

foreign soil. The Chinese, he said, were

worthy of a square deal, and he expected
the American soldiers to treat them in a

worthy way.

Friendly Relations Imperative.
He begged the officers and inen to be

very particular in regard to courtesies
and salutes to other foreign officers, and
he impressed upon the men the necessity
for maintaining their reputation for clean¬
liness and a neat personal appearance.
In conclusion he explained the desirability
of maintaining the most friendly relations
with all foreigners with whom they
should come into contact.
The loading of the transport Logan was

not completed until shbrfly after midday.
A driving rain which fell throughout

tlie forenoon caused considerable delay.
The ninety-five horses and mules which
are attached to the expedition as gun
teams and draft horses were taken on
board at the last moment. Eight big
army wagons were also shipped, as well
as an automobile truck and one or two
ambulances.

Vessel Closely Inspected.
Gen. B*U, accompanied by his staff,

made a thorough Inspection of the ves¬
sel and of each man of the expedition
before noon. Gen. Bell .talked for sev¬
eral minutes with the assembled offi¬
cers of the regiment, giving them their
Bnal Instructions.
Capt Peter W. Davison, 4th Infantry,

>ne of Gen. Bell's aids-de-camp, is ac¬

companying the expedition to Chinwang-
to, but will return to Manila as soon
us the troops have landed.
As the vessel left the quayside the

band of the 15th Infantry played a
selection of patriotic airs, and there was
much waving of handkerchiefs and flags
until she was lost to view.

Ferocity of Imperialists.
LONDON, January 12..The gravest re¬

ports are coming to hand regarding the
sltuat on at Lanchow. According to a

news agency dispatch from Tientsin, the
report reached that city yesterday that
the imperial troops were acting with the
most fiendish brutality.
The allegations are made that they cap¬

tured an officer of the republican froopa,
whom they first tortured and subsequently
skinned alive. They also shot a Red Cross
assistant.
It is further reported that they are

shooting without mercy every Chinese
whom they encounter without a queue.
The imperial troops, it is stated, are

entirely without oiscipline a id have got
completely out of hand.

Japan Declines to Aid Line.
TOKIO, January 12.The Japanese gov¬

ernment has declined, on the ground of
the maintenance of neutrality, 10 assise
the Chinese revolutionary government to

negotiate- a loan in Japan. The proposal
was made to the Japanese government
through the Japanese consul at Shanghai.

PROF. LIIIGI VENTURA
DES BY HIS IN HAND

Italian of Noble Birth Shoots

L Hirnself While Suffering
From Despondency.

SAN FRANCISCO, January 12..Lulgl
Ventura, an Italian of noble birth and of
ability as a writer and lecturer, commit¬
ted suicide here last night by shooting
himself through the heart in a fit of de¬
spondency. due to family troubles. His
complete surname was Ventura de Leece
Barre, and his family traced back as far
as 1299.

Begins Career as Page.
Prof. Ventura began his career as a

page in the court of King Humbert. While
a young man he came to this country and
gained some notice through/'Peppino," a
story of an Italian newsboy in New York.
He was a close friend of the younger
Salvlni, for whom h<e wrote several plays.
In San Francisco he gave readings from
French dramatists. He also lectured for
a time at Stanford University.

Leaves Note to Daughter.
In the room in which he took his life

lay a letter from Interstate Commerce
Commissioner Franklin K. Lane, who
wrote:
"I hope that with the dawn of a new

year you will appreciate life as not a
dreary blank for you."
But in a note left for Ills daughter Lil-

liain Ventura said: "Life is too hard now;
i have no brains, no ideas, and you will
De happier after this ordeal."

MAINE IMPORTING POTATOES.

First Time State Has Been Forced to
. Augment Crop.

PORTLAND, Me., January 12..A cargo
of Scotch potatoes is being unloaded
here today. This is said to be the first
time In history that Maine, one of-the
chief potato-raising states In the Union,
has been compelled to resort to importa¬
tion to augment Its potato crop.

FINDS GHASTLY SIGHT.

Woman Discovers Husband and Son
Dead on Returning After Absence.
NEW YORK, January 12.-Mrs. Paul

Bukow, in happy expectancy of seeing
her husband, a prosperous butcher, "and
her son, Frederick, after three days' ab¬
sence from them in the country, unlocked
the door of the family apartment in
Harlem late last night to find them both
stretched out dead. Gas was slowly
esoaping from a partly open fixture, and
asphyxiation had caused death, which
is believed to have occured Tuesday, and
to have been accidental.

DEATH UNDER INQUIRY.

Fatal Scalding of Helpless Para¬
lytic at Charitable Institution.
NEW YORK. January 12..Charities

Commissioner Drummond today began
an investigation of the death of Harry
Williams, an ased inmate of the New
York city farm colony at Castleton Cor¬
ners, Staten Island, a help.ess paralytic,
who was scalded to death in a bathtub
this week.
Bupt. Flick will ask the police to find

the two attendants who, it is alleged,
had been assigned to take care of the
victim, who placed him in the boiling
water and after seeing what had hap¬
pened took him from the bathroom and
fled. There are 1,100 old men and wom¬

en In the colony.
Williams' physical condition was such

that he had ta have several baths a

day. The two attendants were intrusted
with bis care and are said to have been
angered at their duties.

OVER PEACE MIES
Effort to Rally Majority for
Lodge Amendment.Demo¬

cratic Opposition.
Efforts are being made today to rally a

majority of senators to the support of
the Lodge amendment to the resolution
ratifying the arbitration treaties with
Great Britain and France.
Three-fourths of the republicans are

understood to be favorable to the Lodge
plan, which contemplates the ratification
of the treaties unamended, but making
specific reservation of the Senate s treaty -

making prerogatives in the resolution of
ratification. But democratic opposition
is strong. Senators Rayner and Williams
are the only democrats who have an¬
nounced their support of the treaties un¬
amended. %

Provisions of the Amendment.
The Lodge amendment provides, essen¬

tially:
"The American members of such com¬

mission shall be appointed by the Presi¬
dent, subject to the advice and consent
of the Senate, and with the further un¬

derstanding that the reservation In ar¬
ticle I of the treaty, that the special
agreement In each case shall be made ~y
the President by and with the advice and
consent of the Senate, means the con¬
currence of the Senate in the full exercise
of its constitutional powers in respect to
every special agreement, whether sub¬
mitted to the Senate as the result of uie
report of a joint high commission of in¬
quiry under article III or otherwise.

Ballot on Nation-Wide Strike.
NEW YORK, January 12..At the head¬

quarters of the United Garment Workers
of America here It is announced that
preparations are being made for a se¬

cret ballot on a proposed nation-wide
strike. It is claimed that the strike, if
called, will affect 125,(H» garment work¬
ers in this city and VSO.OOO throughout
the country.

AJI officer* of the army who have
been stationed in the District of Co¬
lumbia for more than four years are
more or less alarmed at the action of
MaJ. Gen. Leonard Wood, chief of staff,
in directing the preparation of a state¬
ment showing the period of continuous
service here of every army officer now
on duty in this city. There Is consld-
erab.e speculation as to the exact mean¬
ing and purpose of this action. An im¬
pression prevails, however, that It pre-
sages the transfer to other stations of
most of those who have enjoyed the
society and benefits of the Rational Capi¬
tal beyond the usual four years' tour of
duty.
Adjutant Gen. Ainsworth, who came

to the War Department more than
thirty-five years ago, easily holds the
army .record for the longest continuous
service at the National Capital. A ru¬
mor has been current at the War De¬
partment for some time that he is to
be sent to the Philippines on inspection
or other duty or that he will be placed
In command of one of the military de¬
partments. It is not believed to be
likely, however, that any change will
be made in his office except as a result
of legislation.
Other Officers Liable to Transfer.
Other officers mentioned as subject to

transfer to other stations in case the
four-year-tour-of-duty-at-one-station is
strictly enforced are Lieut. Col. William
C- Langfitt and Maj. Spencer Cosby, both
of the Corps of Engineers. Col. Langfitt,
who is now in charge of the District
water supply system, has been on con¬
tinuous duty in this city since 1907, when
He was stationed at Washington bar-
racks.
Maj. Cosby, now In charge of public

uuildings and grounds, and one of the
aids to the President, began his service
here in llXO in charge of the Washington
aqueduct. Since then he has served as
Engineer Commissioner of the District
and as superintendent of public buildings
and grounds. Because of his special
duties at the White House it is possible
an exceptios may be made In his case.

Hard to Get Laborers Enough to
Clear Street Crossings.

Navigation Much Hampered.

By tomorrow morning tho city will be
deeper than ever under the snow which
arrived last night from the Ohio valley,
and if the strong north and northwest
winds are true to the promise of Fore¬
caster Bowie there will be deep drifts in
open spaces where old Boreas play?*
havoc with ears and faces and piles the
blanket of white flakes hish over fenc«»
rails and front steps. A small sized
blizzard is Washington's lot for today,
but in that respect the city is no worse
oft than every other city in the east.
Snow is falling today over almost half
the continent, and even the panhandle
of Texas is shivering with unusual cold,
the temperature there being twenty or
thereabouts.

Andrew Carnegie Indorses
Views of Former Presi¬

dent Roosevelt.

SHERMAN ACT TOO MILD '

TO CURE PRESENT ILLS

Would Try Strict Control and Regu¬
lation of Prices.

OPPOSED TO DISSOLUTION

Need Big Corporations, He Says,
But They Must Be Regelated.No

Need of Protection for

Steel Industry.

Hill Ores Bad Bargain,
Andrew Carnegie Says

When the United States Steel
Corporation pave noth-e of the
cancellation in lftl.% of the Great
Northern ore properties it whs
widely proclaimed that the step
had been taken in an effort to
square itself with the federal anti¬
trust laws.
On the witness stand today be¬

fore the Stanley steel investigating
committee Andrew Carnegie .-aid:

"I know it has cost the steel cor¬
poration millions in trying to de¬
velop these ores.

"It is my opinion that the United
States Steel Corporation is giving
up these ores for no other reason
than that they have come to the
conclusion it is an unprofitable in¬
vestment."

"I am familiar with the views of ex-
President Roosevelt on the trust ques
tion and I am inclined to agree with
him," said Andrew Carnegie before the
steel trust Investigating committee to¬
day. Representative Gardner of Massa¬
chusetts had contrasted those views
with ideas expressed by President Tafi
in his recent message on the trust ques¬
tion.
"In the rotation of the industrial prob¬

lem," said Representative Gardner, "there
are two leading thoughts before us.
President Taft in his reoeat message ex¬

pressed the view that dissolution of large
units should go on. The other line of
thought, as expressed by former Presi¬
dent Roosevelt, is that under the existing
Sherman law we should look to recog¬
nition of large units controlled by the
government. In which class are you, Mr.
Carnegie?"

Sherman Law Too Mild.
"I have agreed with Mr. Roosevelt s

views. I think for the present that you
snouid allow large organizations to con¬
tinue and to see how we get atong and
tnat you sbou.d paas laws reguiating
tnese organizations. Then you be pa¬
tient and see what furtner legislation
may be necessary. I do not UiiiiK the
Mierman law is urastic enough. Give us
a c.ear, unmistakable law and 1 oeueve
we will steei cieaiiy."
"Do you believe dissolution of the

Untied states aieel Corporation would
lessen the price of steer:'
"A do not believe it would. It de¬

pends, of course, upon what the court
might do."
"suppose Congress does not tak? the

step that you advise?"
"My opinion is tnat Congress will see

the necessity for more government con¬
trol."
"Well, but whether Congress will

strengthen the Sherman law to make the
dissolution more easy .or go in the uiri«
tion you recommend is tne issue betorw
Congress," said Mr. Gardner.
"xiave the government watch these or¬

ganizations more closely and tix maxi¬
mum prices and eee bow it works." re¬

plied Mr. Carnegie.
Wrote History of Steel.

J. Howard Bridge of New York, who
wrote a book on the inside history of
the Carnegie Steel Company seve.ai years
ago, was called td the witness stand be¬
fore Mr. Carnegie was recalled. Mr.
Bridge was anxious to return to New
lork. He testihed that he had been
given by the company officials access to
the original documents, copies of which
he haa printed, but had not had access
to the books of the company.
"Were the documents given to you

with the consent of the company i Mr,
loung asked.
"No; as a company they refused to

givo me the documents," replied Mr.
Hridge. "Some of the Individuals who
aided me were officials ot the company,
and others were former officials."
Asked by Mr. Toung to name the om

cials who aided him in his work Mr.
Bridge begged to be ctxeused. and the
question was not pressed.
Representative Young began the exam¬

ination of Mr. Carnegie. He referred to
the questions yesterday relating to the
reason for the great strides made in the
profits of the Carnegie Steel Company,
after 18U7, following the passage of the
Dingley tariff. Mr. Young read statistics
showing that the production of steel as
well as the profits greatly Increased.

Doesn't Credit Dingley Law.
"Did not the tremendous increase in

business after 18BB account for the great
Increase in profitT"
"Why, of course, one goes with the

other. The production is the basis of the
whole increase-"
"Have you any information on Im¬

ports of manufactured steel prior to the
Dingley law?" asked Representative
Sterhng.
"I have not," replied Mr. Carnegie. "If

1 had figures I might be able to recall
some facts."
"Do you know whether the Dingley

law had any Influence on the steel im¬
ports?"
"1 said before that the Dingley tariff

could have had no Influence on the steei
business,". Mr. Carnegie answered.
"Then you attribute the steel prosperity

to the same conditions that brought about
general prosperity throughout the coun¬

try?*
"Certainly."
"Do you think the Dingley tariff had

anything to do with any prosperity in the.
country?" asked Chairman 8tanley.
"I don't think so, bat. of course, I do

not recall the details of the Dingley
tariff."

Doesn't Need Protection.
Reverting to the present conditions, Mr.

Carnegie said, "I honestly think that to¬

day this country can make steel as cheap*
